Reds Rush Fresh 
Troops On Finnish

Thug Hitler says he will help Thug 
Stalin if the Allies send any troops to help 
the Finns—which they were not very like- 
ly to do. In this the Fuehrer is only 
throwing out an excuse in advance, in case 
Stalin calls for help. For in that event 
Hitler will have to supply the help, what- 
ever the Allies do or do not do. 

Since he needs Russian supplies to feed 
his war machine and keep German indus- 
try moving, Hitler must dance when Sta- 
lin fiddles, whether he likes the tune or 
doesn’t. Moreover, he can't get the sup- 
plies in the quantities he needs while 
Stalin has to keep sending food, clothing 
and munitions of all sorts to support his 
army on the Finnish front. 

Stalin can get Nazi help whenever he 
wants it, and he needs it pretty badly now, 
whether he wants it or not. His Red army 
has been beaten to a frazzle. It is thor- 
oughly discredited, probably demoralized, 
possibly mutinous. The other day it was 
announced Moscow had asked Berlin for 
200,000 experts to tinker up its railways. 
More than likely it is the Red army they 
are wanted to tinker up. 

If so, Joseph will get the experts, 
whether they go willingly or under duress. 
Having fought the Polish war for Rus- 
sia’s benefit, Germany is now in prospect 
of having to help crush the Finns—with 
whom Germany has been in the past on 
terms of close commercial and political 
friendship. 


More Houses Built Last Year 

One interesting bit of information 
given out at the city hall in a resume of the 
year’s operations relates to the building of 
homes in Edmonton in 1939. The record 
shows that approximately $180,000 more 
was spent last year than the year before 
in new housing, the total running to more 
than $500,000. 

The sum is not large for a city of the 
size, whose population has been growing 
steadily for many years with no corres- 
ponding increase in new houses and apart- 
ment buildings. But it has to be remem- 
bered that house-building has to be done 
in Edmonton without loan money obtained 
from the usual sources. The mortgage 
companies are still holding aloof, as in all 
parts of the province. Such building as is 
done must be done with the owners’ money 
or with money obtained from private 
loans. 

That point considered, the showing is 
not at all bad. It would at the same rate 
of going be a long time before Edmonton 
could be called “a city of homes” without 
provoking a debate. But the building 
rate may be expected to speed up, it hav- 
ing been demonstrated that a very con- 
siderable amount of construction can be 
done without company loans. 

Certainly the outlook for 1940 is en- 
couraging from the standpoint of those 
who contemplate building and are able to 
obtain the means, for the population is 
still growing and the demand for new ac- 
commodation is keen. 

A Ten-Year Project 

Two important points stand out from

Product of The Machine 

The debacle of the Red army in Fin- 
land cannot be set down to cowardice, or 
physical weakness, or disloyalty on the 
part of the soldiers. Russian troops 
fought doggedly in the World War, in the 
Jap-Russian war, in the Crimean war. 
Where disaster befell Russian arms in the 
past it was due to other causes than want 
of courage, endurance or physical fitness 
of the rank and file. And the conditions un- 
der which they have been fighting in Fin- 
land acquit the Soviet’s soldiers of any 
charge of timidity or disobedience or de- 
bility. Men of either type would never 
have got so far into the country in face of 
Finns, frost and blizzards. 

The Red soldier is an automaton. He is 
the product of a political system. In 
civil life as in military life the Russian of 
today is forbidden to think for himself. He 
is not allowed to chart his own course in 
life, select his own occupation, develop ini- 
tiative and resource by overcoming diffi- 
culties and fending for himself. The con- 
ditions in which he lives, the work he does, 
the reward he gets, are all decided for him 
by the supposedly all-wise commissars. 
The state is his keeper, and Stalin his all- 
sufficient providence. 

Naturally, when men who had grown 
up in thi8 school of helplessness found 
themselves lost in the Finnish woods, 
freezing in sub-zero temperatures, sur- 
rounded and pot-shotted by men who 
could think, ski and shoot--they were 
doomed. Mental virility and decision had 
been schooled out of them. They didn’t 
know how to defend themselves, and died 
like sheep in the snow. 

And that, in the broad way and the 
long run, is what a totalitarian system of 
government must do to any people. State 
paternalism is death to the quslities which 
make men resourceful, enterprising, self- 
dependent, and these are the qualities that 
make nations great.

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The Passing Show

The letter published in this column on 
Thursday from a leader in the world of Cana- 
dian business has at least one striking merit. It 
glows with a love cf adventurous reform that 
only too often is missing from the minds of 
men who direct Canadiah industry and finance. 
The writer also recognizes, 
what so few of his colleagues 
have begun even dimly to 
perceive, that unless leader- 
ship in reform comes from the ranks of business 
mén, the reform movement inevitably will turn 
against business itself. There can be no other 
alternative. 

The last generation witnessed a titanic 
struggle in Britain and the United States to 
ensure the rights of Organized labor, to make 
collective bargaining an integral part of the law 
of the state, to endow workers with social legis- 
lation that would lift them above the poverty 
line. Much still remains to be done in this field 
but the broad lines of progress have now been 
laid so firmly that they cannot be blurred or 
broken by reaction. Canada is by no means a 
leader in social reform. It is at least a whole 
generation behind Great Britain, and is not 
even a pallid competitor with Mr. Roosevelt's 
New Deal. 

Be that as it may, it has now been shown 
by the infallible tests of experience that it simply 
is impossible to make social justice a reality 
unless it is also based upon a large measure of 
economic democracy resting upon democratic 
control of the financial resources of Canada. 

The political battles of coming years will all 
pivot about currency control, monetary reform, 
debt adjustment, tariff reductions, lower interest 
charges. Each one of these questions challenges 
some sacred property right. Only havoe can 
result from a clash between ignorant change 
and ignorant opposition to all change, as John 
Stuart Mill so clearly saw. But such havoc 
must come upon us if men continue to play 
with phrases and set up a forced antagonism, 
a necessary antithesis, between human rights 
and property rights. In any well-ordered com- 
munity the two are not contradictory but supple- 
mentary. 

The author of our letter perceives this to be 
true, and as he views the possession of wealth 
as a trust, for the abuse of which its owner is 
deeply answerable, he pleads for a more far- 
sighted policy by which labor and capital would 
work together for their mutual good instead of 
having capital prey upon labor ‘like a strong 
man oppressing his weak neighbor. 

If that spirit can prevail amongst the 
wealth-owning classes of Canada, the future 
will be free from those dark disasters which 
wise men now prognosticate. The history of debt 
adjustment and tariff reform in this country, 
however, can lead only a supine or credulous 
observer to accept so comforting an assump- 
tion, or expect so happy a result as certain to 
occur. 

Business men do not know their own friends. 
They may be rejecting the path to prosperity in 
resisting reform. Once they fought bitterly 
against minimum wages, shorter working hours, 
and workmen’s compensation. Those conces- 
sions have not destroyed them. On the contrary, 
the very years which marked the installation 
of these needed reforms also saw huge profits 
for business and expansion of Canadian industr 
on an unexampled scale. The same happy results 
will flow from yielding to the spirit of the

There is another lesson to be gained from 
this picture, leas obvious but equally important. 
Without the aid of a free and independent press, 
democracy becomes nothing but a bustling sham 
and loud paradox. A wicked man enslaves a 
state. His hirelings occupy the places of power. 
He poisons or pollutes the well-springs of public 
information. One man, young, crude, inexperi- 
enced, but aflame with idealism, challenges his 
power. 

What happens? He fails. All Washington 
listens to him, but his words do not reach his 
own state, where a chain of newspaper and radio 
stations have become the servile instruments of 
a political machine. 

Then you see the glories of a free press. A 
single Washington newspaperman, poet of Wash- 
ington correspondents, dictating stories by phone 
to young boys putting out a four-page paper, is 
able to stir up so much public sympathy for a 
just cause that the evil powers of self-seeking 
men come close to their confounding. Rarely, if 
ever, has Hollywood turned out a picture so rich 
in its socia] meaning or 80 gripping in its con- 
structive power 

Yet one caution must be remembered. As 
Jean Arthur says somewhere in the picture, not 
all men in Washington are crooked or corrupt, 
even though it is these men who cast their heavy 
shadows across the capitol; Nearly all politi- 
cians, of whatever party, are above the base 
temptations of graft. What so few are able to do, 
however, is maintain their integrity of mind and 
sou} against overwhelming odds and bravely 
battle on for the just cause with invincible cour- 
age just because the big majorities are al) on 
the other side. As the tremendous climax of 
the picture reveals, honesty, as if by some magic 
alchemy, can bring back even false men to the 
paths of righteousness they had long forsaken 
in thelr search for power,

Industrial Organization 

The Crusade to which we and our Allies have 
pledged ourselves requires from us the greatest 
production of war material in the shortest time, 
backed by the most solid economic strength. 
How that is to be attained the minister of supply 
himself defined some weeks ago: “The time is 
rapidly approaching when the output of the 
great mass of producers will be required for the 
defence of the State.” That time is now upon 
us, The productivity of our man and machine 
power must be increased and speeded up far 
beyond the present levels. Ministers have 
recognized frankly enough that a full war pro- 
gtam will demand the work of every man and 
woman who can contribute to it. Is the present 
Organization of industry for war able to utilize 
without delay the labor and the machinery 
available?—Daily Telegraph and Morning Post 
(London). 


Blockade on Paper 
Mr. Stanley, president of the Board of Trade, 
in the British House of Commons recently ob- 
served that while in September there had been 
a fall of 38 per cent in our export trade, it had 
since risen steadily. In November it was 50 per 


cent higher than in October, and the October 
figures had shown an improvement of seven per 
cent compared with those of September. These 
statistics show a remarkable recovery from the 
first shock of the war and reflect credit upon 
the organization created to deal with the econ- 
omic situation, of which Lord Stamp is head. 
All the efforts of the Germans to stop British 
trade through the use of floating mines and the 
reckless torpedoing of vessels have failed to 
obstruct the normal course of our external com- 
merce. The German “blockade” of Britain re- 
mains largely a figment of imagination; while 
the British blockade of Germany, on the other 
hand, is making itself felt more and more as the 
days pass.—Belfast Telegraph. 


Dig for Victory 

We start this war with 2,000 fewer merchant 
ships than we possessed in 1914. In addition, the 
convoy system is a slow system. While ships 
under cOnvoy come safely into port, the speed 
of the convoy must be that of the slowest vessel 
in the convoy. So many ships on which we de- 
pend to carry in our goods from overseas take 
as long to make one journey in war-time as it 
took them to make three in times of peace. It 
follows that, in our drive for victory, we must 
ease the burden on our merchant shipping as 
much as possible. Every item we can produce 
at home must be produced here. Our homeward- 
bound merchant vessels must be able to fill their 
holds only with essential commodities which it 
is absolutely impossible to produce in these 
islands. Now we import immense quantities of 
food from abroad each year A large proportion 
of that food could be grown at home. But no 
reai effort to increase home production of food 
has been made since war began. The Govern- 
ment are to blame for not presenting the issue 
clearly to the citizens, and urging them again 
and again, as an act of patriotism, to dig, drain 
and ditch for victory.—London Sunday Express.

On This Date

A student at a western university has asked 
me to find him sorne details of the “Nest of 
Traitors” incident at Ottawa in 1890; and since 
this is the anniversary this will answer him and 
perhaps recall the incident to old-timers as well 
It was on Dec, 6, 1890 that Canada learnea of 
the most sensational split in a cabinet in Cana- 
dian history. Six members of the Bowell cab- 
inet announced their resignations; Sir Macken- 
zie was left with ship half manned; his dilemma 
was extreme and he went to Lord Aberdeen to 
ask that the governor-general] accept his resign- 
ation and call some one else to meet the crisis, 
but this was refused 

The whole trouble was over the Manitoba 
schoo! issue. Eventually the discontents agreed 
upon a point on which they could resign and save 
their faces—that was the failure of the premier 
to fill the vacancy in the cabinet caused by the 
resignation of A. R. Angers the previous year. 

Eventually the crisis was bridged for a while. 
The cabinet was reorganized. Sir Charles Tup- 
per came over from England and became secre- 
tary of state (and premier on May | following); 
his son was replaced in the justice portfolio, and 
things went on more or less smoothly but Bowell 
was no longer master in his own house; he was, 
as he himself said in a speech in the Senate

Editor, Bulletin; In regard to the 
argument presented by Mr. E. S. 
Russenholt in answer to a letter of 
mine of recent date in which I said, 
in effect, that the present alarm- 
ing shortage of waterfowl] can not 


| be attributed to drought but over- 


shooting, may I be granted the 
privilege of presenting in rebuttal 
in support of 
my contentions and the contentions 
of many others sincerely concerned 
about the fate of North American 
waterfowl. 

For several years, competent 
économie ornithologists detailed by 
the governments of Canada and 
the U.S.A. have investigated water- 
fowl conditions in northern Can- 
ada beyond the prairie regions, 
where at least 70% of North Ameri- 
can waterfowl] now breed, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not a water shortage existed 
From their reports, Mr. W. C 
Henderson, off*ial spokesman for 
the U. S. Biological Survey, makes 
the situation known in the follow- 
: “without exception each 
naturalist who studied conditions 
in Canada found the breeding stock 
there insufficient to occupy 
areas still, favorable for nesting 
Over a vast area of the north 
where food and water conditions 
were good, only a sparse breed- 
ing population was found, instead 
of the great numbers that the en- 
vironmental conditions seemed to 
warrant. As far as this region is

And this, be it said, represents 
not only the opinion of the writer, 
but of many sportsmen, conserva- 
tionists, and the groups they serve 
on both sides of the international 
boundary, who reason that if 
“Ducks Unlimited” is sincerely 
concerned regarding the ultimate 
fate of North American waterfow], 
its efforts would be directed along 
more practical, if less spectacular, 
lines. They believe that the con- 
tentions of the U. S. Biological 
Survey regarding the factual cause 
of waterfowl depletion and the 
measures suggested to ensure 
restoration should, in view of the 
superior knowledge of the Survey, 
be accepted and put into imme- 
diate effect in both Canada and 
the United States 

Through its influence, “Ducks 
Unlimited” has already succeeded 
in increasing the shooting season 
in the United States by fifty per 
cent, and has indirectly caused to 
be removed from the protected list, 
south of the international bound- 
ary, five species of rare ducks 
whose immediate extinction is 
apprehended.

The Detroit Tigers played 
league games almost every after- 
noon and held practices In the 
morning.
